signal" recited in the former objected dependent claim 2. 

Referring to the amended Independent claim 4. the reference on the 
record namely Veen, does not disclose or suggest the following 
limitation, "wherein each one of said sequences of values is 
convolved with a window shaping function which has a width of at 
least Ts, so as to generate two smoothly varying signals, these 
smoothly varying signals being added together in step (b) so as to 
form the watermark signal." recited in the former objected dependent 
claim 4 which is now rewritten in the independent form. 

R^f^rring tg th^ &m^nM In^gpgn^gnt glaim 14, the reference on the 
record namely Veen, does not disclose or suggest the following 
limitation, "wherein said scaled version of the host modifying signal 
is generated by controlling the scaling factor by a predetermined 
cost-function." recited in the former objected dependent claim 15.

Referring to the amended Independent claim 24. the reference on the 
record namely Veen, does not disclose or suggest the following 
limitation, "further comprising the step of applying a window shaping 
function to said received signal" recited in the former objected 
dependent claim 25.
